Born 3 Novenber 1907 in Recklinghausen, North Rhein- 
Westphalia, Germany, Mr. Schruebbers became a graduate 
lawyer In Berlin In 1935. Until his appointment to the 
BfV In 1955, Mr. Schruebbers held the post of prosecuting 
attorney In federal and state courts In several key German 
cities. He served with the German Army during World War 
II, attaining the rank of sergeant. Captured by the Brit- 
ish In 1944, he reualned a prisoner of war until his re- 
lease In May 1946. 

Prior to the confirmation of hJs appointment as Pres- 
ident of the BfV In December 1955, Mr. Schruebbers pos- 
sessed neither experience nor technical knowledge of the 
Intelligence or security fields. He has subsequently 
gained much professional experience and gradually estab- 
lished a security service composed of well-trained, 
experienced officers who carry out effectively the work 
of maintaining West German Internal security. 

CIA officers In contact with Mr. Schruebbers have 
found him congenial, cooperative, and well-disposed toward 
CIA.
